I shall cjideavor to 
cousider facts rather than theories, to 
state conclusions rather than arguments. 


I believe gold und silver com to bo 


the manor of the constitution—indeed, 
tho money of the American people ante- 
rior to the' constitution, which that 
great orgiiuic law recognized as quite 
Independent of ita owrj existence. 
No 


power was conferred oil congress to de- 
clare thut either motnl should not be 
money. Congress has, therefore, in my 
judgment, no power to demonetize sil- 
ver any more than to dcmouetixi; gold; 
no power to domonecize either anymore 
thiui to demonetize both. 


lu thia statement I am but repenting 


the weiidity dictum of tho first of con- 
stitutional lawyers. "I am certainly of 
opinion," said Mr. Webster, "that gold 
and silver, at rates fised by congress, 
constitute the legal standard of valno in 
thia country, and that neither congress 
iior any state has authority to establish j 
any other standard or to displace this I 
Ftnndard. " Few persons can be fouud, I 
1 apprehend, ivho will maintain that 
congress possesses tho power to demone- 
tize both fjolcl and silver, or that con- 
gress coul d be justified ia prohibiting 
tho coinage of both, and yet in logic 
aud legal construction it would bo diffi- 
cult to show where and why the power 
of congress ovor silver is greater thuu 
over gold—greater over either than over 
tho two. If, therefore, silver has been 
demonetized, I am in favor of remonc- 
tiziug it. If its coinage has been pro- 
hibited, I am in favor of ordering it to 
bo resumed. If it has been restricted, I 
am in favor of having it enlarged. 


What power, then, has congress over 


gold and silver? It has tho exclusive 
power to coin them, the exclusive pow- 
er to regulate their value—very great, 
very -sviso, very necessary powers, for 
the discreet exercise of which n critical 
occasion has now arisen. However men 
may differ about causes and processes, 
all will admit that within a few years 
ti great disturbance has taken place in 
the relative values of gold and silver, 
and that silver is worth less or gold is 
worth moro in the money markets of 
the world in 1878 than in 1873, when 
tho further coinage of silver dollars was 
prohibited in this country. 
To remono- 


tize it now, as though the facts and 
circumstances of that day were sur- 
rounding us, is willfully and blindly to 
deceive ourselves. If our demonetiza- 
tion were tho only cause for the decline 
in the value of silver, then remonetiza- 
tion would be its proper and effectual 
cure. But other causes quite beyond 
our control have been far more poten- 
tially operative than tho simple fact of' 
congress prohibiting its further coinage, 
and as legislators we are bound to take 
coguizanco of these cacscs. 


Tho demonetization of silver in trie 


great German ernpiro and .the conse- 
quent partial or well nigh complete 
suspension of coinage in tho govern- 
ments of the Latin union have been 
leading, dominant causes for the rapid 
deoline in the value of silver. I do not 
think the oversupply of silver has had, 
in comparison with these other causes, 
an appreciable influence in the decline 
of 
its value, because its oversupply 


•with respect to gold in these later years 
has not been nearly so great as was tho 
oversupply of gold with respect to sil- 
ver for many yours after the minus of 


would gain n disproportionate and un- 
fair advantage over every other species 
of property. 
If, as she most reliable 


statistics affirm, there are nearly £7, - 
000,000,000 of coin or bullion in the 
world, not very unequally divided be- 
tween gold and silver, it is impossible 
to strike silver out of existence as mon- 
ey without results which will prove 
distressing 'to millions and utterly dis- 
cstroas to tens of thousands. 


Alexander Hamilton, in. his able aud 


invaluable report in 1791 on the estab- 
lishment of a mi/it, declared that "to 
annul tbe use of either gold or silver as 
money is to abridge the quantity of cir- 
culating medium and is liable to all the 
objections which arise from a compari- 
son of the benetfis of a full circulation 
with tho evils of a scanty circulation. " 
I take no risk in saying that tho bene- 
fits of- a full circulation and the evils of 
a scanty circulation arc both immeasur- 
ably greater today than they were when 
Mr.' Hamilton uttered theso weighty 
words, always, provided that tho circu- 
lation is one of actual money and not 
of depreciated promises to p;iy. 


In tho report from which i have al- 


ready quoted Mr. Hamilton, argues at 
length in favor of a double standard, 
and all the subsequent experience of 
well nigh 00 years has brought out no- 
clearer Ftatemeut of the whole caso nor 
delayed a.more complete comprehension 
of this subtle and difficult 
subject. 


"On the whole,'.' Buys Mr. Hamilton, 
"it seems most advisable not to attach 
the unit exclusively to either of the 
metals, because thin caur.ot bo done ef- 
fectively without destroying the offlco 
and character of one of them as money 
and reducing it to the situation of mere 
merchandise." And then Mr. Hamilton 
wisely concludes that this reduction of 
either of the metals to mere merchan- 
dise (I again quote his exact words) 
' 'would probably be a greater evil than 
occasional variations in the unit from 
tho fluctuations in the relative value of 
the metals, especially if care be taken 
to rogulato tho proportion between them 
with an eye to their average commer- 
cial value." I do not think that this 
country, holding so vast a proportion of 
the world's supply of silver in its 
mountains and its mines, can afford to 
reduce tho metal to the "situation of 
rusre merchandise. " If silver ceases to 
be used as money ill Europe and Amer- 
ica, the great mines of tho Pacific Elope 
•will be closed and dead. Mining cuter- 
prises of the gigantic scale existing in 
this country caunoc bo carried on to 
provide backs for looking glasses and to 
manufacture cream pitchers and sugar 
bowls. A vast source of wealth to this 
entire country is destroyed -the moment 
silver is permanently disused as money. 
It is for us to check that tendency and 
bring tho continent of Europe back to 
the full recognition of the value of the 
metal as a medium of excharjgc. 


Tho question of beginning anew the 


coinage of silver dollars has aroused 
much discussion as to its effects upon 
tho public credit, and the senator from 
Ohio [Mr. Matthews] placed this phase 
of the subject in the very foro front of 
tho debute, insisting prematurely and 
illogically, I think, on a sore of judi- 
cial construction in advance by concur- 
rent resolution of a certain law in case 
that law should happen to bo passed by 
congress. My own view on. this ques- 
tion can bo stated very briefly. I believes 
the public creditor can afford to be paid 
in any silver dollar that the United 
States con afford to coin and circulate.

We need both gold and silver, and 


we can have both only by making each 
the equal of tho other. It would not bo 
difficult to show that in the nations 
where both have been fully recognized, 
tho most widely diffused, tho steadiest 
and most continuous prosperity has been 
enjoyed—that true form of prosperity 
which reaches all classes, but which be- 
gins with the day laborer, whose toil 
lays,the foundation of tho whole su- 
perstructure of wealth. Tho exclusively 
gold nation, like England, may show 
the most massive fortunes in the ruling 
classes, but it shows also tbe most help- 
less and hopeless poverty in the hum- 
bler walks of life. The gold and silver 
nation, like France, can exhibit no such 
individual fortunes as abound in Eng- 
land, but it has n peasantry that, with 
their silver savings, can pay a war in

Acting Secretary of thc Treas- 
ury Curtis Called attention to the fact 
that in 1SS3, before the purchasing clause 
of the Sherman act ivas repealed, tho 
banks of Bueros Ayres refused to ac- 
cept an exchange on the United States, 
because of the fear that before the bills 
reached New York the United States 
might suspend gold jiayments. Other 
treasury ofllclals called attention lo the 
fbct that In their refusal to accept our 
silver or its equivalent In silver certifi- 
cates, which Canada has heretofore re- 
ceived for convenlency sake, her banks 
r/ere simply exercising a discrimination 
which we exercised, aa our banks do 
not accept Canadian or any other foreign 
silver coin at par. European countries 
do the same thing. 


The French franc or the Germaji mark, 


when It crosses the border, Is received at 
•A discount. They circulate at par only 
In their c\vn country. Some of the Ca- 
nadian street railway companies have 
also gh'en notice that they will not ac- 
cept our sliver after Jan. 1. Canadian 
coins are not accepted now by the United 
States street railways, except along the 
border, where they ca.n find their way 
back Into the Dominion at once.

monetizing silver, Mr. President, has 


i bceu prolonged, able and exJianstivo, 


• ;uid I may cot expect to odd much to 
! its value," but I promise not to add 


I much to its length. I shall endeavor to 


j consider facts rather than theories, to 
state conclusions rather than arguments. 


I believe gold and silver coin to be 


the money of the constitution—indeed, 


i the money of the American people ante- 
rior to tha constitution, -which that 
(jreat organic law recognized as quite 
independent of its own existence. No 
power v/Eis conferred on congress to de- 
clare that either metal should not be 
money. Congress has, therefore, in my 
judgment, no power to demonetize sil- 
ver auy more than to demonetize gold; 
no power to demonetize either any more 
than to demonetize both. 


lu this statement I am but repeating 


the weighty dictum of the first of con- 
stitutional lawyers. "I am. certainly of 
opinion," said Mr. Webster, "that gold 
and ailrer, at rates fixed by congress, 
constitute the legal standard of value in 
this country, and that neither congress 
nor any state has authority to establish 
any other standard or to displace this 
standard," Few persons can be found, 
I apprehend, who will maintain that 
congress possesses the power to demone- 
tize both gold and silver, or thai con- 
gress could be justified in prohibiting 
the coinage of both, and yet in logic 
and legal constxnction it would be diffi- 
cult to show where and why tho power 
of congress over silver is greater than 
over gold—greater over cither than over 
the two. If, therefore, silver has been 
demonetized, I am in. favor of remouc- 
tizing it. If its coinage has been pro- 
hibited, I am in favor of ordering it to 
be resumed. If it has been restricted, I 
am in favor of. having it enlarged. 


What power, then, has congress over 


gold and silver? Ic has the exclusive 


i power to coin them, the exclusive pow- 
er to regulate their value—very great, 
very wise, very necessary powers, for 
the discreet exercise of which a critical 
occasion has now arisen. However men 
| may differ about causes and processes, 
! all will admit that within a few years 


j a great disturbance has taken plaeo in 


I the relative values of gold'and silver, 


I and that silver is worth, less or gold is 


I "worth more in the money markets of 


I the world in 1S7S than in 1S73, when 
! the further coinage of silver dollars was 


I prohibited in this country. To remoue- 


i tize it now, as though tho facts and 


i circumstances of that day were sur- 
rounding ns, is willfully and blindly to 
deceive ourselves. If onr demonetiza- 
tion were tho only cause for tho decline 
in the value of silver, then remonetiza- 
tion would be its proper and effectual 
cure. But other causes quite beyond 
our control .have been for more poten- 
tially operative than the simple fact of 
congress prohibiting its further coinage, 
nud as legislators we are bound to take 
cognizance of these causes. 


The demonetization of silver in the 


great German, empire and the conse- 
quent partial or well nigh complete 
suspension of coinage in the' govern- 
ments of the Latin union have been 
leading, dominant causes for the rapid 
decline in the value of silver. I do not 
think the oversnpply of silver has had, 
in comparison with these other causes, 
on appreciable influence in the decline 
of 
its value, because its oversupply 


with respect to gold in these later years 
| has not been nearly so great as was the 
J^overaupply of gold with respect to ail- 
r ver for many years after the mines of 
[ California ;ind Australia were opened, 
' and the oversnpply of gold from those 
rich sources did not affect tho-relative 
positions and uses of the two metals 
in any European country.

The responsibility of re-establishing 


i silver in its ancient and honorable place 


, as. money in Europe and America de- 


1 volves really on the congress of the 


I United States. If wo act here with pru- 
| deuce, wisdom and fii'mness, we shall 
! not only successfully remonetize silver 
and bring it into general use as money 


j in our own country, but the influence 
: of onr example will be potential among 
all European nations, with the possible 
exception of England. Indeed; onr an- 
nual itdebtmeut to "Europe is so great 
that if we have the right to pay it in 
silver we necessarily coerce those na- 
tions by the strongest of all forces, self 


I interest, to aid us in upholding the val- 


ue of silver as money. 


On the much vexed and long mooted 


question of a bimetallic or a monome- 
tallic standard my own views are suffi- 
ciently indicated in the remarks I have 
made. I believe the struggle now going 
on in this country and'in.other coun- 


i tries for a single gold standard would, 


I if successful,, prodnce widespread dis- 


aster in the end throughout the com- 
mercial world. The destruction of sil- 
ver as-money and establishing gold as 
the sole unit of value must have a ruin- 
ous effect on all forms of property ex- 
cept those investments which yield a 
fixed return'in money. These would be 
enormously enhanced in value and 


would gain s. disproportionate and un- 
fair advantage over every other specien 
of property. 
If, as ,the most reliable 


statistics affirm, there are nearly $7,- 
000,000,000 of coin or .bullion in the 
world, not very unequally divided be- 
tween gold and silver, it is impossible 
to strike silver out of existence as mon- 
ey without results which will prove 
distressing to millions and utterly dis- 
:istrous to tens of thousands. 


Alexander Hamilton, in his able and 


invaluable report in 1791 on the estabr 
lishment of a mint, declared that "to 
:mnul tho use of either gold or silver as 
money is to abridge the quantity of cir- 
culating medium and is liable to all the 
objections which arise from -a compari- 
fon of the benetfis of a full circulation, 
with the evils of a scanty circulation." 
I takc^no "risk ill saying that the bene- 
lits of a full circulation and the evils of 
H scanty circulation arc both immeasur- 
ably greater today than they were when 
Mr. Hamilton uttered these weighty 
words, always provided that the circu- 
lation is one of actual money and not 
of depreciated promises to pay. 


In tho report from which I have nl- 


ready quoted Mr. Hamilton argues at 
length in favor of a double standard, 
iind all the subsequent experience of 
well nigh 90 years has brought out no 
clearer statement of the whole case nor 
delayed .a more complete comprehension 
of this subtle and difficult subject 
"On the-whole," says Mr. Hamilton, 
"it seems most advisable not to attach 
the unit exclusively to either of the 
metals, because this cannot be done ef- 
fectively without destroying tha office 
and character of one of them as money 
and reducing it to the situation of mere 
merchandise." And then Mr. Hamilton 
wisely concludes that this reduction, of 
either of the metals to .mere merchan- 
dise (I again quote his exact words) 
1 'would probably be a greater evil than 
occasional variations in tho unit from 
the fluctuations in the relative value of 
tho metals, especially if care be taken 
to regulate the proportion between them 
with an eye to their average commer- 
cial value." I do not think that this 
country, holding so vase a proportion of 
tho -world's supply of silver in its 
mountains and its mbieg, con afford to 
reduce the metal to the "situation of 
mere merchandise." If silver ceases to 
be used as money in Europe and Anier- 
'icn, the great mines of tho Pacific slope 
•will bo closed and dead. Mining enter- 
prises of the gigantic scale existing in 
this country cannot be carried on to 
provide backs for looking glasses and to 
manufacture cream pitchers and sugar 
bowls. A vast source of wealth to this 
entire country is destroyed the moment 
silver is pemuiriently disused as money. 
It is for us to check that tendency and 
bring the continent of Europe back to 
the full recognition of the value of the 
ruetal as a medium of exchange. 


The question of" beginning anew the 


coinage of silver dollars has aroused 
much discussion as to its effects upon 
the public credit, and the senator from 
Ohio [Jlr. Matthews] placed this phase 
of the subject in the very fore front of 
the debate, insisting prematurely tmd 
illogiciilly, I think, on a sort of jndi- 
cial construction in advance by concur- 
rent resolution of a certain law in case 
that law should happen to be passed by 
congress. My o,wn view on this ques- 
tion con be stated very briefly. I believe 
tho public creditor can afford to be paid 
in any silver dollar that the United 
States can afford to coin and circulate.

"We need both gold and silver, and 


we can have both-only by making each 
the equal of the ochEr. It would not be 
difficult to show that • in the nations 
where both have boon fuliy recognized, 
the most widely diffused, the steadiest 
and mosc continuous prosperity has been 
enjoyed—that true form of prosperity 
which reaches all classes, but which be- 
gins with the day laborer, whose toil 
lays the foundation of the whole iru- 
perstrncture of wealth. The exclusively 
gold nation, like England, may show 
the most massive fortunes in the ruling 
classes, but it shows also the most help- 
less and hopeless poverty in the hum- 
bler walks of life. The gold and silver 
notion, like Prance, can exhibit no such 
individual fortunes as abound in Eng- 
land, but it lias a peasantry that, with 
their silver savings, can pay a war in- 
demnity that would have beggared the 
gold bankers of London and to which 
ths peasantry "of England could not 
have contributed a pound sterling In 
gold or a single shilling in silver.

The two metals nave existed side by- 


side in harmonious, honorable compan- 
ionship as money ever since intelligent 
trade was known among men. It in 
woll nigh 40 centuries since "Abraham 
weighed to Ephron the silver which ha 
had named in the audience of tho soni 
of Hoth—400 shekels of silver—current 
money with the merchant." Since that 
time nations have risen and fallen, 
races have disappeared, dialects and lan- 
guages have been forgotten, arts have 
been lost, treasures have perished, con- 
tinents hare been direovered, islands 
have been sunk in the sea, and through 
all these ages and through all thejje 
changes, silver and gold have reigned 
supreme as the representatives of val- 
ue, as th« media of exchange. The de- 
'thronement of each has been attempted 
in turn, and sometimes the dethrone- 
ment of both, but always in vain.
